» GAINS SYMPATHY 


Russian Woman, Charged with 
Husband’s Murder, Begins 
the Story of Her Life. 








FIRST HUSBAND SHOT RIVAL 





Who Died in Countess Tarnovsky’s 
.Arms—Declares Count’s Brutal Treat- 
ment Led to Her Misdoings.

VENICE, March 13.—Countess Marie 


Tarnovsky, on trial with her maid, Ma- 


rie Perier; a Moscow lawyer named 


Prilukoff, and a young Russian official 
named Naumoff, for successfully con- 
spiring to murder her second husband, 
Count Kamarovsky, may be said to have 
won her case before one tribunal—that 
of the public—for there has been «@& 
marked change during the latter days 
of the trial in the demeanor of Vene- 
tians toward the auburn-haired woman 
whom the prosecution has pictured as 
one of the most cold-blooded and calcu- 
lating sirens in history. 

Whether the favorable verdict of the 
other tribunal, over which presides the 
impassive and severe-looking Judge 
Furinato, will be so easily obtained is a 
different question, but there is no doubt 
that the Countess made a deep impres- 
sion by the recital she began at yester- 
day’s hearing of her life, her loves, and 
her sufferings. 

Permission was accorded her, while 
telling her story, to leave the cagelike 
dock in which she and the other prison- 
ers are confined in court, with gend- 
armes sitting between each two, but she 
spoke from behind the bars in a voice 
so low that the Judge frequently had to 
bid her speak more loudly. The sensa- 
tion which had previously been caused 
when Naumoff, sobbing violently, con- 
fessed how he shot Count Kamarovsky 
at the bidding of a woman who had de- 
lighted to torture him, was insignificant 
by comparison with the tremendous im- 
pression created by Countess Tarnov- 
sky’s recital yesterday. 


Presents a Striking Figure. 


The Countess spoke in Italian, some- 
what slowly,’and with a slight drawl full 
of charm, but with the absence of ac- 
eent “which edticated Russians so fre- 
quently attain in a foreign language. 
She presented an inexpressibly striking 
figure with her dull ivory complexion, 
lustrous eyes, and wavy brown hair, 
emphasized by her black raiment. This 
woman, who spent many thousands of 
dollars annually on her wardrobe, is an 
artiste in clothes. Her severely simple 
black costume and the big hat framing 
her face are a studied effect. As she 
spoke her “small, slim, long-fingered 
hands. clad in gray suede, were gener- 
ally clasped in the manner of one pray- 
ing, and often as she raised her eyes 
she looked the pictur@ of a veritable 
Pieta. 

Countess Tarnovsky’s story began 
with her girlhood and school days at 
an establishment for the daughters of 
the nobility at Kieff, to which she had 
been admitted @s a descendant of an 
Irishman named O’Rourke whose sword 
had carved his fortune in Russia. It 
was while she was at school that she 
met her future husband, Count Tarnov+ 
sky, who divorced her in 1907. She 
eloped with him and they were married 
at a little village church. 

Married Life a Tragedy.

came a tragedy. Tarnovsky 
brutal drunkard and soon after the 
wedding he told her of a woman, a cer- 
tain Baroness, by whom he had had a 
son. The Countess secretly visited this 
woman, who, saying she knew Count 
Tarnovsky better than the young wife, 
counseled her to conceal her thoughts 
and feelings on the subject and let her 
husband sow his wild oats. 

Deeply distressed at the revelation of 
,the new world of corrupt society into 
which she had been thrown by her 
marriage, she tried to follow this ad- 
vice, but her husband’s treatment of 
her was such that she fell seriously ill. 
From the sad, subdued tones in which 
Countess Tarnovsky recited these de- 
tails her voice changed to a sharp, 
angry note as she repudiated the charge 
that the suicide of her brother-in-law 
was due to her. It was the result of 
depression, she declared, caused by his 
failure to pass certain examinations. 
She denounced in rapid words’of angry 
scorn the malice of enemies who 
soughi to fix the blame on her. 

Borgetsky Her “ First Love.” 


Then her voice grew soft and sweet 

again as she described how it was 
only because of her solitude, misery, 
and despair that she yielded when she 
met her “ first and only love,” a Rus- 
sian named Borgensky. The prisoner 
told how Borgensky convinced her of 
his love. A party of gentlemen and 
ladies were in a garden shooting with 
rifles. Borgensky loaded his rifle with 
a ball cartridge and handed it to the 
lady to fire. Just as she aimed he 
-gaid to the Countess, “See now how 
much I love you,” and placed his right 
hand upon the muzzle.- The bullet 
lacerated and shattered his hand. 

The Countess told in a few words 
how Borgensky died. She and her hus- 
band supped with him after going to 
the opera. Borgensky and the Countess 
left the Count and drove off in a sledge. 
Borgensky leaned toward her to kiss 
her. At the same moment a pistol was 
fired and a bullet, passing through her.

LIEUT. JANNEY SHOT DEAD. 


Mysterious Killing at Home of Lieut. 
Col. Ames in Manila Barracks. 


MANILA, March 13.—Second Lieut. 
Clarence M. Janney, Twelfth Infantry, 
was shot and killed yesterday at Fort 
William McKinley, probably by his own 
hand. Considerable mystery shrouds the 
case, and it is 'not known whether the 
killing was Intentional or by accident. 
Army iuspectors are now holding an in- 
vestigation. 

Lieut. Janney, accompanied by his wife, 
attended a dinner party at the house 
of Lieut, Col. Robert F. Ames. Janney 
left the party and went to his quarters, 
He obtained a revolver and returned to 
the house of Lieut. Col. Ames, on the 
way to which he fired one shot, presum- 
ably in the air. 

He entered the house and flourished the 
revolver. There was an explosion and 
Janny fell with a bullet in the head. He 
died instantly. 

It was at first reported that Lieut. 
Col. Amcs had shot Janney and guards 
placed him under arrest, but he was sub- 
sequently released. 

Lieut. Janney was born in Virginia 
in 3881. He was first a private in the 
Twelfth Infantry, but was appointed Sec- 
ond Lieutenant Feb. 11, 1807, provisionally 
and accepted a few days later.

WASHINGTON, March 13.—No official 
of the War Department who knows per- 
sonally either Lieut. Janney or Lieut. 
Col. Ames could be found late to-night. 
Col. Ames has seen active service ¢ince 


and is a native of Rhode Island. He 
served as Second and First Lieutenant in 
the Eighth Infantry until March, 1896, 
when he was commissioned Captain. In 
12901 he was commissioned Major in the 
Sixteenth Infantry, transferred to the 
Twenty-ninth Infamtry a year later, and 
May 6, 1907, he was commissioned Lieu- 
tenant Colonel of the Tweltfh Infantry, 
now stationed at Manila. 

Lieut. Janney was appointed from Vir- 
ginia, where he was born in 1881. He 
served as private, Corporal, and Sergeant, 
Company D, and Battalion Sergeant Ma- 
jor, Sixteenth. Infantry, from August, 
19038, to February, 1907. He was com- 
missioned Second Lieutenant Twelfth in- 
fantry Feb. 28, 1907, and later assigned to 
duty at Manila. 


LEISHMAN CONTESTS CLAIM.

ILL FROM SEEKING HER PET. 


Mrs. Miller Gives Way Under the 
Strain—Puts Detectives on Dog’s Trail 


Mrs. Fannie 8. Miller, a wealthy woman 
living at the Hotel Gotham, was said to 
be seriously ill yesterday in her apart- 
ments at the hotel as the result of ex- 
posure in a search she has kept up un- 
ceasingly for her pet dog, which was lost 
on Feb. 14, 

Central Office detectives have been 
assisting Mrs. Miller in her search, and 
the city has been exmiored by special de- 
tectives, the same methods being pur- 
sued as when a person is reported to the 
police as missing. Mrs. Miller herself 
has spent days walking through the dis- 
trict in which her pet dog was lost, and 
has paid semi-weekly visits to all the dog 
hospitals and homes for stray animals, 
but to no avail. 

Several days ago Mrs. Miller was forced 
to stay in her apartments and give up the 
search on account of the strain attendant 
upon her unceasing vigil. She was also 
suffering from a severe cold, contracted 
while braving the rain in trying to run 
down a clue for her pet. Yesterday she 
was said to be under a physician's care. 

According to the description of the dog 
which is now in the hands of the detect- 
ives, it is a Porto Rican maltese, pure 
with the exception of a small 
brown spot upon the right ear. The dog 
weighs eleven pounds, and answers to the 
name of Uno. 

The dog had long been Mrs. Miller’s 
companion, and in the early morning of 
Feb. 14 it was taken out by one of the 
servants from the hotel, who walked 
down Fifty-fourth Street West to Broad. 
way. The dog, being without a leader, 
became frightened and ran down Broad- 
way toward Times Square with the ser- 
vant in pursuit. It was last seen turning 


into Forty-second Street and heading to- 
ward Sixthe Avenue. 

Since that time Mrs. Miller has adver- 
tised extensively for the recovery of the 
dog, and offers “now a reward of $50 for 
its return. In her personal search she has 
visited nundreds of shops and apartment 
houses in the vicinity of East Forty-sec- 
ond Street, and sent out inquiries in all 
directions.

Metropolitan Opera Company. . 

While it is hoped and believed that 
closer relations Intended to be established 
between the two companies and mutual 
consultation and consideration between their 
respective managements will be fruitful of 
g00d results to all concerned, no «ioint 
managership, or any relation resembling 
such is contemplated, and the two compa- 
nies and their managements will remain 
strictly independent of each other.

PALM BEACH, Fla., 
was an exciting time on 
afternoon when William J. Conners’s 
motor boat here, the Courier II., which 
he had entered for the races, ran away. 
The Chairnfan of the New York Demo- 
cratic State Committee and C. A. Cragin, 
President of the Sterling Engine Com- 
pany of Buffalo,‘ which built the boat, 
were standing on the dock watching it 
making speed trials over the mile course. 
The fast craft had gone over the course 
once, and was ready to make the turn 
near the bridge when the crew was sud- 
denly thrown out in the water. The boat, 
which was said to be going at about 36 
miles an hour, ran wildly in and out 
between a number of yachts anchored in 
lake. Suddenly it turned due north- 
ward, went between the pilings under the 
bridge and straight up the lake out of 
sight. 

Mr. Conners jumped into the fast motor 
boat Eloise and started out to resuce his 
men, who were picked up by the ferry 
after they had dived to escape the Courier 
II., which had borne down upon them 
after they had been thrown out.

FIREMEN DISCOVER 
A TRIPLE KILLING 


Called to a Blaze in Bronx House 
They Find Father Shot His 
Two Sons and Himself. 








VICTIM OF MELANCHOLIA 





Moritz, a Wealthy Retired Real Estate 
Dealer, Sent Wife Away Before Set- 
ting Home Ablaze and Killing Sons. 





Firemen responding to an alarm sent in 
by Policeman Lake of the Highbridge 
Station, who had seen smoke coming 
from the rear cellar windows of the home 
of Herman Moritz, a retired real estate 
dealer, of 2,210 Aqueduct Avenue, the 
Bronx, broke in the front door at 8:30 
o’clock last night and stumbled over the 
dead body of Mr. Moritz. He was shot 
in the right cheek and through the. head. 
On the floor beside him lay a revolver, 
with two cartridges exploded and three 
still loaded with bullets. 

The fire was in the cellar, and there 
the firemen found the body of 12-year-old 
Walter Moritz, the younger of Moritz’s 
ttvo sons. He was shot twice in the back 
of the head and once in the chest, and 
was dead. His feet were almost in a 
small blaze which had been kindled. A 
small heap of fubbish and boxes was 
blazing directly beneath the cellar stairs, 
The firemen carried the body of Walter 
upstairs and put it beside that of his 
‘father. Then they went through the 
house. 

In the room on the second floor occupied 
by the brothers they found the body of 
| George H. Moritz, Mr. Moritz’s seventeen- 
/year-old son. The body was in a closet in 
ithe room, doubled over a suitcase, the 
|head hanging half out of the door. The 
boy's clothing was half torn from his body 
and blood was spattered all over the room. 
iiverywhere were signs of a fearful strug- 
gle. The lad had three wounds—one in 
the chest, another in the abdomen, and a 
third in his right cheek, where a bullet 
which had entered his mouth had come 
forth.

However, not a thing was missing from 
the house, so far as the police could see, 
'and when Mrs. Anna Moritz, Mr. Moritzs 
second wife. to whom he was married two 
years ago, returned late at night from a 
visit she had paid to friends in Engle- 
wood. N. J., she, too, found everything 
in the. house intact. Her own room 
showed signs of great disorder, as though 
some one had ransacked it, or there had 
been a’ struggle there, but the police be- 
lieve now that probably Moritz and one 
of his sons fought all over the room be- 
fore the older man managed to fire his 
revolver. Mrs. Moritz’s jewelry and a 
large sum of money was untouched in 
the room, and nothing anywhere of value 
had been disturbed. 

Mrs. Moritz gave other information 
which strengthened the police and the 
Coroner in their theory of a double mur- 
der and suicide. She said that at noon 
vesterday her husband had mentioned 
some mutual friends in Englewood and 
had suggested to her: 

‘““Whvy don’t you take advantage of this 
fine day to pay them a visit? It has been 
a long time now since any of us have 
been to see them, and I do not feel my- 
self like taking so long a trip.’ 

Mrs. Moritz fell in with the suggestion, 
and left the house soon after noon, leav- 
ing her husband conversing with his two 
sons, of whom, she said, he was excep- 
tionally fond. Augusta Fisher, a maid 
employed in the Moritz household, gave 
testimony, too, to Coroner Shongut that 
to him appeared to dispel all doubt as 
to the cause of the tragedy. 

She said that soon after dinner last 
evening Mr. Moritz called her and told 
her that she might as well take the even- 
ing off, as he and his sons would be alone 
‘together and, expecting no callers, did not 
need her even to answer the bell. <Ac- 
cordingly the maid went to call upon a 
girl employed in the family of Frederick 
Lunsdeck at 2,206 Aqueduct Avenue. She 
knew nothing of the happenings in the 
Moritz household until she ran into the 
street when the fire engines passed and 
found that it was her employer's house 

ire. 

On Er. Moritz was only 37 years old, but 
he had acquired a fortune in the real 
estate business, and two years ago retired 
from active business. At that time his 
health was not of the best, but as time 
went on the spells of melancholia to 
which he was subject became more and 
more infrequent, as the cares of business 
were removed #rom his mind, until at last 
it was thought that he had beén quite 
cured.

PHILADELPHIA, March 18.—Seeking 
to demonstrate the strength of organ- 
ized labor and to enlarge the scope of the 
sympathetic strike the Central Labor 
Union to-day directed that ail milkmen, 
bakers, grocery clerks, and other dis- 
pensers of the necessities of life should 
remain away from their usual vocations 
to-morrow, and until such time as the 
grievances of the striking carmen shall 
have been adjusted. It was also re- 
solved that union. members withdraw all 
their nroney from the banks. Their sym- 
pathizers, whether organized or not, are 
also asked by the promoters of the sym- 
pathetic strike to do likewise.

enthusiasm, and nearly 150 labor organi- 
zations of this city are expected, it 
acclared, to obey the request of 
rcsolution within forty-eight hours. The

$11,000,000 to. $15,000,000 on depost in the 
local banks. They say the iron molders’ 
union alone has about $25,000 on deposit, 
while the hackmen's union has $9,000 In 
bank, and most of the well established 
locals, according to the unlon men. are 
in a very sound condition financially. 

Following tne adoption of the resolution 
it was announced that more than half a 
hundred telegrams and letters had been 
received promising faithful support to the 
end of the struggle. Summing up the' 
tenor of these communications Charles A. 
Hope, Secretary of the Central 
Union, said: 

‘‘ Organized labor throughout the en- 
tire country prepared to empty its’ 
treasuries into this city. All union men 
have realized that it is a fight to the | 
finish between labor and capital, and that | 
this city is the seat of war in a battle 
which will have effect throughout the 
entire countryv.’’ 

It was announced bv delegates of the 
bakers’ union that 700 bakers employed 
in nearly all of the large establishments 
in this city wold also join the strike to- 
morrow, and a delegate of the milk-wag- 
on drivers’ union said that 300 of these 
workers would quit work. According to 
members of the Strike Committee nearly 
OO butchers will also quit work. 

Pressure was brought to bear on the 
brewery workers, and their representa- 
tives voted to join in the general strike 
despite the orders of their National offi- 
cers. Before this action was taken the 
German Trades Section of the Central 
Labor Union had held a meeting, and 
voted to expel the brewery workers from 
membership’ and to boycott all Philadel- 
phia beer.

The Committee of Thirty-five appointed 
by the convention organized by the United 
Business Men’s Association held a long 
session to-day, but was unable to find any 
solution of the difficulties which separated 
the Philadelphia Rapid Transit Company 
and the striking motormen gand conduc- 
tors.

The Philadelphia Rapid Transit Com- 
pany says that it was able to operate 
practically a normal Sunday schedule to- 
day. Seven hundred and forty cars were 
run during the day and 540 to-night. 

Two hundred new motormen and con-. 
ductors reached here to-day, 120 of whom 
were from Indianapolis and fifty from 
Buffalo. About seventy of the recently 
employed men were discharged by the 
company in its efforts to weed out the 
undesirable element of its new employes. 

tntil the action of the Central Labor 
Union was known the authorities here 
had been looking for a big break to-mor- 
row in the ranks of those who are strik- 
ing in sympathy with the carmen in 
their fight with the Rapid Transit man- 
agement. Many have in fact already re- 
turned to work, and a police canvass, it 
was said, showed that thousands would 
do so to-morrow. A Superintendent at 
Cramp’s Shipyard declared to-day that 
despite the extraordinary efforts of the 
leaders of the syimpathetic strike not a 
single one of the 5,000 employes of the big 
plant walked out. ‘‘ Not even a boy quit,”’ 
said this official. ‘‘They had the yard 
surrounded by pickets. and men were vis- 
ited at their homes and places of social 
gathering, but we did not lose one.” 

According to police information hun- 
dreds of the sympathetic strikers at the 
Baldwin Locomotive Works will return to 
work to-morrow. The bricklavers and 
carpenters, it is also said, will resume 
Monday or Tuesday, and other ‘trades 
will follow this example.

Millet Worth $10,000 Cut from Frame 
at San Francisco Exhibition. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, March 13.— 
While many persons were passing along 
a corridor between 9 and 10:30 this morn- 
ing, a thief entered the Memorial Museum 
in Golden Gate Park, cut Millet’s paint- 
ing, ‘“‘Shepherd and Flock,” from its 
frame, and carried it through “the door 
past two policemen on guard. 

The painting, which is valued at $10,000, 
is the property of Miss Sarah M. Spooner 
of this city, who is now, traveling in 
Europe.

Acting on information he received from 
an anonymous source over the telephone 
on Saturday night that Andrew Grant, a 
prosperous Washington Heights builder, 
had been murdered and that the crime 
was to be covered up by having the body 
cremated; Coroner Holzhauser, after an 
investigation last night, ordered the ar- 
rest of Grant’s son-in-law, John Brannan, 
and he was locked-up in the West 152d 
Street Police Station. The dead man’s 
former partner, Willam Gun of 1,255 St. 
Nicholas Avenue; Dr. A. F. Malabre of 
603 West 184th Street, who granted the 
death certificate, and the undertaker who 
embalmed the body, were also summoned 
at the Coroner's orders to the West 152d 
Street Station and put through a severe 
cross-examination by the _ police. The 
Coroner said later that he had received 
enough information te warrant him in 
believing that if a crime had not been 


committed, at least a lot of circumstances 
needed explaining. 

Mr. Grant, who was 68 years old, had 
been in the building business in the 
Washington Heights secti6én for mary 
years. He lived with his family in a five- 
story apartment house at 569 West 185th 
Street. He died last Friday morning at 
9 O'clock, and arrangements were mude 
at once to have the body cremated. John 
Prannan, his son-in-law, who is a fish

W. E. Huntington Says Enough Chan- 
nels Are Already Open for His Riches.

BOSTON, March 13.—President W. E. 
Hiuntington of Boston University prepared 
the following at the request of a Sunday 
newspaper: 

“*‘Great aggregations of wealth under 
private control are not desirable. How- 
ever philanthropic and wise the Trustees 
inight be of a fund such as the founda- 
tion proposed by Mr. Rockefeller, a vast 
monopoly of financial power would not 
seem to be the best thing to be perma- 
n@ntly established. : 

“There are enough institutional chan- 
nels already in active operation to make 
use of this man’s riches, colossal as they 
are. Religion, education, charity, re- 
form, are all great and commanding in- 
terests that are looked upon by good men 
everywhere as deserving of financial aid 
in carrying out the beneficient purposes 
that each embodies. 

** Religion never appealed more beseech- 
ingly to wealth than it does to-day for its 
work in home and foreign missions. 

‘* Education all over the country, in all 
grades of its work from top to bottom, 1s 
crying out for more means, 

“The poor, in the cities especiaily, 
should be wisely assisted, not by doles 
of cold charity, but in the large way of 


comfortable yet cheap housing, thorough 
sanitary appliances, hospitals, play- 
grounds, and other provisions that make 
for health and self-respect. 

‘* Reforming agencies are already in the 
field of social life. They can be made 
more and moré effective. 

‘“ Peace, temperance, charity, the fam- 
ily, are causes which now have organized 
an efficient machinery for promoting their 
several high interests for the welfare of 
the people. 

“ These all need money, but a prompt 
and wise distribution of the Rockefeller 
wealth among well-established institu- 
tions would seem to be a better bequest 
to the country at large than to form a 
mammoth trust, controlled by a very few 
men.,”’

ROADS STILL STAND PAT 





Issue Statement Professing Confi- 
dence That Break Will Be Avoided. 





CHICAGO, March 13.—The threatened 
walkout of 25,000 firemen on practically 
all the railroad systems between Chicago 
and the Pacific Coast reached a critical 
stage to-day, when W. S. Carter, Presi- 


dent of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen, tormally noti- 
fied the railroads that it the entire con- 
troversy was not submited to arbitration 
a strike would be inevitable. 

Mr. Carter’s letter of notification was 
indorsed by the brotherhood’s committee 
which represents the firemen on about 
forty-seven railroads west. northwest, and 
southwest of Chicago. ‘The letter was 
sent to W. C. Nixon, General Manager of 
the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad, 
Chairman of the Railroad General Mana- 
gers’ Committee, and reads: 

“Dear Sir: Your letter of this date, 
(March 13,) wherein you state that the 
Managers’ Committee declines to further 
consider matters in controversy, has been 
received, and in reply our committee in- 
struets me to say: 

“If there is to be a great railway 
strike the responsibility must and wili 
rest upon the Managers’ Committee. That 
there may be no misunderstanding con- 
cerning this responsibility our committee 
hereby proposes the submission of all 
matters in dispute to an adjustment by 
arbitration. 

“The public has been informed through 
the press that matters in controversy can- 
not be arbitrated, because they involve the 
authority of railway officials and the dis- 
cipline of employes. This statement our 
committee emphatically denies. 

“The officials of many railways rep- 
resented by the Managers’ Committee do 
not hesitate to confess the gross injustice 
perpetrated under present practices. 

‘Our committee directs me to request 
the Managers’ Committee through you, if

Raising Men’s Wages by Arbitration 
Award Likely to Mean That.

Indications seem to be that 
while the projected negotiations will lead 
to concessions, the railroads will make 
such concessions only under pressure of 
formal arbitration and will then put for- 
ward the added expense as the basis of 
(a demand: for higher freight and passen- 
ger rates. 

lt is probable that within a few days 
the dispute wil! be submitted in a formal 
way to Chajrman Knapp and Dr. Neill 
with a request that they undertake 
adjustment of the controversy. It is con- 
ceded that if this is done it will prove to 
‘be one of the most important controver- 
i sies the Federal mediators have yet had 
to consider.

CORINTH, N. Y., March 13.—-The with- 
drawal last night of Company IF of the 
State Militia from the mills of the Inter- 
national Paper Company here, which have 
been under military guard since Wednes- 
day, did not result in any disorder to-dav 
among the employes of the company, who 
are out on strike. 

Companies E ot Schenectady and L of 
Saratoga, which are still at the plant, 
spent a quiet Sunday, and no trouble is 
expected to-morrow, when 200 additional 


strikebreakers will arrive from Saratoga. 

Within the next twenty-four hours an 
attempt will be made to operate the mills 
here with tle non-union men who are now 
housed in tlre mills to the number of 200 
or 300. The strikebreakers are not per- 
mitted to leave the mills, but sleep and 





receive their meals. within the plant.

And that is 
why it is that they seek a stimulus in 
strong drink and In vicious practices, whv 
their work misshapes them as cilivizea 
beings and as good, desirable citizens. 

Why, when I was @ young man work- 
ing in thé mines of New Mexico we 
worked seven days a. week and. ten 
hours a'day, And the man that didn't 
spend & ‘Sreat dea! of the time he was not 
working in a saloon was just a little 
despised in that mining camp. Now, | 
am proud to say that with the eight-hour 
day and the Saturday half holiday and 
no work on Sunday, the men in almost 
every mining camp in the country have 
voted for a dry camp, and the saloon 
lounger is no longer the typical worker.

PARIS, March 13.—The reopening of all 
the accounts and proceedings in connec- 
tion with the liquidation of the property 
of the religious orders, and the possibility 
of the recavery of considerable sums 
which have disappeared through: exces- 


sive fees and charges and ** collusion 
sales.’’ are now the hope of the Govern- 








| ment, whose Jaw officers believe they can 


appeal from the jvdgments confirming the 
liquidations. under a recent decision of 
the Court of Cassation. 

It may even be possible to set aside 
some of these “ collusion sales,” notably 
those in connection with Stanislas College 
and the Chartreuse contracts. The Gov- 
ernment papers intimate that there are 
several cases of apparent collusion be- 
tween the liquidators and persons acting 
for the orders liquidated. Evidence to this 
effeet, it is reported, has been discovered.

BREADSTUFFS AND COTTON. 

Apart from the legislative factor in 
domestic conditions the deepest shadow 
on the business outlook has been the 
overdone speculations in breadstuffs 
and cotton. They have been held off 
the market for higher prices in such 
volume that foreign buyers could not 
afford to take them, and consequently 
our exports have been in such reduced 
total that the money market has felt 
the strain, of making good the defi- 
ciency. There are now signs that this 
depressing factor may. find 
lief. 

Certainly the speculators in cotton 
would be prudent to take notice that, 
according to figures now published, the 
British cotton trade was able to in- 
crease its February exports of cotton 
goods over £1,000,000, although it im- 
ported less staple by £900,000. If Lan- 
cashire, after a prolonged period of test, 
can do as well as that it seems to have 
cotton in supply or to be able to get it 
from other than American sources. It 
would seem that the contest between 
those who can not or will not spin 
American cotton and those who won't 
sel] it except at prohibitive prices is 
going more in favor of those who want 
to wear cotton than those who want to 
make money by “holding’’ it.

Other 
owners have sold the visible supply 
until it is less than last year by 11,- 
000,000 bushels, but the farmers hold 
173,000,000 bushels of wheat, 30,000,000 
bushels more than last year, and more 
than any other year except two. The 
amount of corn held is only slightly 
above last year, but it has been ex- 
ceeded in only one vear of the last ten. 
The private estimates had been for 
larger amounts, and the grain markets 
show disappointment, which be 
subject to revision if it should prove— 
as is the frequent experience—that the 
private estimates are nearer the truth. 
The canny cultivators are not likely to 
exaggerate the stocks which they must 
sell before the next crop. 

However the truth may be, the fact 
is disclosed that others have been sup- 
plying foreign markets while our first 
hands have been holding. We have 
plentiful stocks of what others want, 
and which they are able to get without 
paying our prices. We must export 
something to pay our debts abroad, and 
gold and securities are the cheapest 
goods we have. It would be a blessing 
in disguise if our staple markets should 
get into range with those of the world, 
and enable us to empty our bins before 
we refil]) them.

SETTLEMENT OF STRIKES. 

If the country wishes more Philadel- 
phia strikes the way to get them is to 
show weakness in meeting the issues 
reached there. If any American wishes 
to know where his sympathies really 
lie he can ascertain by asking himself 
how much he will mulct himself for the 
sake of a dispute urged in the manner 
of these strikers. More specifically, the 
question for Philadelphians would be 
whether they would pay higher street 
car fares in order to make possible the 
payment of higher wages to the strik- 
ers.

THE COURT HOUSE SITE. 

The speakers at the Republican Club 
luncheon on Saturday to discuss the 
proposal to build the new County 
Court House in City Hall Park dwelt 
on the fact that the objections to the 
selection of that site are practical, not 
merely aesthetic. Chambers Street be- 
tween Broadway and Centre Street is 
already a congested thoroughfare.

In not a few of the countries from which 
our immigrants sail, inability to read and 
write is no indication, as it usually is here, 
of mental deficiency. There it is simply 
the mark of the laboring classes, or at 
any rate their common misfortune, and 
the absence of elementary education, when 
{t arises from lack of facilities to acquire 
it, is a fault comparatively trivial and 
easily remedied. 

‘But when an immigrant lives in this 
country the number of years required as 
one qualification for citizenship and has 
not yet seen the need of the power to 
read and write, or is without the brains 
to acquire it,

government of the country. 

Of course every would-be citizen is now 
subjected to an educational test, but it is 
usually of the most perfunctory sort and 
proves little as to actual literacy. A more 
rigid examination, covering more ground 
than the reading, or pretended reading, 
of a few sentences, might well be made, 
and those who failed to pass it would be 
no loss to our ruling class.

THE PROPOSED “ DREADNOUGHT.” 
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Urges That $18,000,000 Be Not Wasted 
in Its Building. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I wish to add a word of approval to those 
already expressed regarding your editorial arti- 
cle of Feb. 23, entitled ‘‘ One-Tenth of One Per 
Cent.’’ It certainly encourages the constantly 
Increasing number of persons who believe that 
wars are a barbarous and wasteful method of 
settling international differences to know that 
a method is even being seriously considered for 
curtailing the extravagant expenditures now 
made for the creation and maintenance of great 
armaments on land and sea. May we not hope 
that your influence will be exerted in opposi- 
tion to the recently expressed proposition of 
Secretary Meyer to urge the building of an 
eighteen-million-doliar battleship, and the ulti- 
mate establishment of the United States in the 
first’ placé among the naval powers of the 
world? 

The plea that an enormous increase in the 
number of our battleships is necessary for the 
protection of the Pacific Coast ts a feeble argu- 
ment. Few but the jingoes in either country 
believe that any question is likely to arise be- 
tween Japan.and ourselves that cannot be set- 
tled by getting together and talking it over, or 
by lis submission' to an impartial tribunal of 
arbitration. Neither nation wants to fight, or, 
as a nation, has any desire to be anything but 
the best of friends with the other. Nothing 
could be more effective in exciting suspicion of 
us by .the Japanese than the course outlined 
by Secretary Meyer, with the acknowledged 
object of making us invulnerable to her at- 
tack; and nothing would be more likely to 
arouse her spirit of beiligerency than the bul- 
lying boast that ‘‘ we’re not afraid, come on.’’ 
With nations, as with individuals, the only re- 
sult of a fight is to determine which is the 
strongest combatant, and as our present civil- 
ization does not permit that method of set- 
tling differences in the one case it certainly 
cannot be justified in the other.

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Letter Boxes Here and in Berlin. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Apropos our letter boxes, are they not out of 
date altogether? I think that the same kind 
of boxes have been in use now for thirty years. 
Do they not appear very antiquated? 

‘Can our letter boxes not be made after the 
stvle which I have seen in Berlin, Germany? 
They are big, square, clean looking boxes fas- 
tened to the buildings and serve at the same 
time as an ornament, 

They have other advantages in comparison 
with our obsolete system. No postman who 
goes out collecting letters from the different 
boxes is allowed to touch a single letter with 
his hands outside the Post Office. He pushes 
his bag into a slide underneath the box, opens 
the bottom—consisting of two halves—with a 
key, and out drop the whole contents of the 
box all at once. With another key he is turn- 
ing a time table which through a small round 
opening in front shows the next emptying. 
This latter manipulation is of importance be- 
cause it indicates for the controlling inspec- 
tor that the box has, de facto, been emptied. 
All this only takes half a minute or less, and 
off goes the man on his tricycle to the next 
box.

STATE FOREST VIEWS 


He Would Amend Present Law to 
Permit Use of Forest Land 
to Develop Water Power.

Proposed Change Would Add Millions 
to the Taxable Property of the State 
and Develop Profitable Industries. 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

THR New YorK Times of Tuesday, 
March 1, contained an editorial entitled, 
“What Does Mr. Merritt Want?” I 
want the concurrent resolution proposing 
an amendment to Section 7 of “Article 7 
of the Constitution to be amended so as 
to permit the use of lands in the forest 
pfeserve for these purposes: 


1. Lands in the forest preserve may be 
used for the storage of water and the de- 
velopmént of water power and the transmis- 
sion of electric current under State control, 
and for that purpose the Legislature may 
authorize the use of land for the erection 
and maintenance of dams, the impounding 
of water, and all other improvements there- 
on necessary and incidental to such pur- 
poses, provided, however, that the quantity 
of land so used shall never exceed 8 per 
centum of the total area of the forest pre- 
serve. 

2. Lands in the forest preserve may be 
used for the construction of highways and 
at the expense of the State. 

8. The Forest? Fish, and Game Commis- 
sioner, with the approval of the Governor, 
may lease for periods not longer than ten 
years sites of not more than five acres 
each for camps within the forest preserve. 

4. The Forest, Fish and Game Comiiis- 
sioner may, with the approval of the Gov- 
ernor, sell and convey lands now owned or 
hereafter acquired by the State, which are 
sftuated wholly outside the boundaries of 
the Adirondack and Catskill parks, as now 
defined by law, and the proceeds from lands 
so sold and conveyed shall only be used by 
the State in acquiring lands situated wholly 
within the boundaries of said parks, 

‘My direct personal interest in water 
storage is due to the fact that I have 
been interested in water power develop- 
ment on the Raquette River for more than 
twenty years, and I make no apology for 
the fact. 

Section'7 of Article 7, as it now exists 
in the Constitution, was adopted by the 
people to correct evils of a very serious 
nature at the time when the Constitution 
was adopted. It met conditions which no 
longer exist. ‘Timber stealing did exist, 
and this was all the evil sought to be cor- 
rected; because the stealing of timber was 
intimately connected with leasing, selling, 
or exchanging of timber lands. Advan- 
tage was taken, in the entirely unorgan- 
ized condition of the State’s forest inter- 
ests, of the lack of information not only 
on the part of the people generally, but 
the State officials, and of the fact that in 
those days the great Adirondack territory 
was little known, not accurately mapped, 
and to a large extent without definite 
marked lines delimiting the holdings of 
the State or corporations or private per- 
sons. At the time when this constitu- 
tional provision was adopted, Adirondack 
land was not worth more than from $1.50 
to $2.50 an acre—land that to-day would 
be worth ten times that amount. 

There was no discussion then of foresta- 
tion or reforestation or conservation, be- 
cause those problems had not arrived. The 
people would not have been tolerant of an 
expenditure of money to plant forest trees 
when they could be bought by the acre as 
virgin forest for the price I have named. 
But the times have changed. I want the 
Constitution amended to meet the neces- 
sities of the State and of corporate and 
private persons as they exist now and 
seem likely to exist hereafter. I want the 
Constitution amended to provide for the 
use of a lHmited amount of State land, 
which shall never exceed 3 per cent. of 
the total area of the forest preserve, for 
the storage of water and the development 
of- water power and the establishment of 
lines for the transmission of electric cur- 
rent. 

I want it done under State control, 
under State ownership. I do not believe 
that corporations or persons should be 
permitted to do Im the Adirondacks that 
sort of thing which was done when land 
was worth nothing, or substantially noth- 
ing, and those fastnesses of the woods but 
little visited, when the storage of water 
was simply for the purpose of driving 
legs from the forest to the mill. 

The State has no sites within the mene 
line on which water powers to develop 
large units can be established. The places 
where the rivers fall down the hills are 
outside of the Adirondack Park. The Ad- 
irondack Park lies on a great plateau of 
an average héight of about 1,500 feet 
above the sea level, with mountains and 
ridges projecting from that general level. 
It comprises a very large area—nearly 
one-quarter of the surface acreage of the 
State. Lying among the hills and moun- 
tains are hundreds of lakes and ponds, all 
lying on about the same level. From this 
plateau fall to the sea on one sid6 or an- 
other the great rivers of the State, and as 
they flow from that plateau they pass 
over rapids and falls which afford sites 
for the development of power. 

Those sites the State does not own, and 
can only acquire by the exercise of the 
power of eminent domain. Those sites af- 
ford opportunity for the development of 
business which will employ capital and 
labor and pay State and local taxes. The 
State can in the Adircndack plateau 
store the waters of Spring and Fall, Which 
are renewed with absolute certainty year 
afier year, and, holding the overplus of 
Spring and Autumn floods, regulate the 
flow of the streams to produce the highest 
practical minimum flow of cubic feet of 
water per second, and every proposed res- 
ervoir will include some land, if only a 
few acres, that is a part of the forest pre- 
serve. 

I want the State to be reimbursed for 
any actual advancement of money, for 
any actual furnishing of credit, for any 
actual oversight, any operation or main- 
tenance; and I want the people who re- 


not 


ceive the benefit to pay these expenses. | 


IT want them, after they have done that, to 
have the opportunity to exert to the high- 
est degree their wisdom in the investment 
of capital, their ability in the management 
of productive industry. I want to see them 
turn all the wheels and light all the 
lights and move all the cars that the 
great commercial interests of the State 
of New York require, until the last water 
horse power of energy has been employed. 

I want such floods as the one which 
has devastated Herkimer and the Hudson 
Valley this month controlled. I would 
rather see this amendment adopted, to- 
gether with appropriate legislation then, 
if I could, to bring into the State of New 
¥crk, by legislation, the coal measures 
ef Pennsylvania or the gold and copper 
mines of the Far West. I want the 
State to nave a chance to develop outside 
of the City of ‘New York and the other 
cities of the State. 

Some people have thought that refor- 
estation of denuded timber lands would

est Commissioner show that we are cut- 
ting our timber three timés as fast as it 
is growing, this does not seem to be a

were not floods in Spring and Autumn, 
and from the point of view of economical 
development in this day and age, these 
flcods, even after the land is reforested, 
should be stored. 

No good citizen desires to devastate the 
Adirondacks or the Catskills. If every 
acre were taken that the most enthusi- 
astic advocate of power develapment de- 
sires, the total could not exceed pee 
acres, which would be only 3.9 per ce 
of the State’s holdings; and as a matter 
of fact four-fifths to-day are low and 
swampy lands and might better be cov- 
ered with Water than left exposed. 

I want conservation and a conservation 
that means use. I want to see the beauty 
of the woods conserved, and then I want 
roads built through the Adirondacks so 
that the people of the State may go and 
see the beauties of that region and enjoy 
its health and life giving air. Other States 
are spending large sums of money to 
manufacture natural scenery, and we are 
declining to take advantage of what 
Providence has given us. 

The State cannot build a road across its 
own property and cut a tree to do it, 
by the decision of the Attorney General. 
I want it changed. I want the roads 
built. I want people to have an oppor- 
tunity to rent small lots of land for camp 
sites. I want all the people to have a 
chance to enjoy their property, and net 
have its use confined to a. few multi- 
millionaires who appear the self-consti- 
tuted guardians of the interests of all 

The Forest, Fish and Game Commission- ' 
er states officially that the forest fires of ' 
two years ago cost the State $2,000,000. I 
know that much of this burned timber 
could have been sold and that the State; 
might have at least realized $500,000. I- 


want this system changed. The interests . 


of the people, the value of the land, and 
the holdings of the State are of sufficient 
importance to-day so that this depart- 
ment, under, such supervision as it now 
has, will become the agent of the most 
important department of State acting on 
progressive lines. 

The people interested in electro-hydrau- 
lics—the power companies—have not. en- 
deavored to gain entrance within the 
forest blue line for the purpose of get- 
ting possession of any site for the devel- 
opment of power. They have not sought 
to get possession of the timber of the 
Adirondacks belonging to the State, for 
the purpose of owning or selling it. The 
private owners of lands in. the Adirondack 
Park now hold three-fourths of that ter- 
ritory and are cutting the timber as fast 
as they can market it to advantage. The 
State ought to buy all of this land; but: 
at the present price of Adirondack land 
this would involve an enormous invest- 
ment, and one which would not be justi- 
fied provided no intelligent system of for- 
estry is to be undertaken by which dead 
and down timber, burned timber, and ma- 
ture timber, under proper conditions, can 
be marketed. 

As to the renting or leasing of State 
lands, it should not be done except in 
small lots, solely for the purpose of Sum- 
mer homes, under lease from the Forest 
Commissioner, without any permission to 
cut or remove any timber or to in any 


way change any natural conditions, all to 
be subject to the supervision and con- 
trol of the Forest Commissioner. I would 
provide. that in = any timber was 
planted or removed, it could only be done 
by the direction and under she supervision 
of the Forest Commi ssione

Musical organizations which can cele- 
brate their twenty-fifth anniversaries are 
rare in America.

Damrosch, will have been arranging its 
programmes and waving his baton over 
the men in the band for exactly twenty- 
five years on March 27. 

To celebrate this anniv ergary, the New 
York Symphony Society will to-morrow 
night give the same programme with 
which the young conductor made his 
début with the organization, on March 27, 
1885.

“My father never in any way tried to 
influence me in my choice of a career,”

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‘Brooklyn Widow Sues Ex-Alderman

Friends of ex-Aldérman Samuel R. My- 
ers, an old-time Republican politician in 
Brooklyn, were surprised to learn yester- 
| day that he had been made defendant in 
a breach of promise suit brought by Mrs. 

She is in the real 
estate business at 1,025 Halsey Street, 
Brooklyn. 

Mrs. Law says that Myers promised to 
marry her and named a date in 1906. Be- 
cause of his failure to keep his alleged 
promise she wants $30,000 damages. She 
contends that Mr. Myers is worth between 
$200,000 and $300,000.

PRESIDENT ATTENDS 
LAUGHLIN FUNERAL 


Plainly Shows Grief Over the 
Tragic Death of Mrs. Taft’s 
Brother-in-Law. 








SIMPLE .SERVICE IS HELD 





Afterward Mr. Taft Takes a Long Ride 


and Réturns to Capital on a

PITTSBURG, March 13.—President Taft 
spent a sad day in Pittsburg to-day, hav- 
ing come for the funeral of Thomas McK. 
Taft, 
who killed himself early Friday morning. 
Mr. Taft and Mr. Laughlin had been 
deeply attached to each other. After at- 
tending the funeral services and remain- 
ing for a time with the mourning family, 
the President left this evening for Wash- 
ington, where he will arrive at 8:25 
o'clock to-morrow morning. 

When the President alighted from his 
tdain it could be seen that he was deeply 
affected by the circumstances that had 
brought him here. Ten months ago he 
visited the Laughlin home here and had 
one of the pleasantest days of his life at 
their country home, whers an informal 
reception was given on the lawn. Mr. 
Taft, his wife's sister, Mrs. Louis More 
of Cincinnati, Capt. Archibald Butt and 


the Secret Service men arrived at the East 
Liberty Street station in the private car 
Olympia at 8:51 o'clock this morning. A 
strong force of police was there, holding 
in check the throng that had gathered. 
Mr. Taft, with pale, grave face and 
marked preoccupation, walked alone al- 
the length of the platform, appar- 
paving no attention to the others 
the party or to the people who raised 
their hats as he passed. His expression 
brought forth many sympathetic remarks 
and even tears from the crowd. Half 
way along the platform he seemed to 
realize that others were with him and 
stopped until Mrs. More joined him. The 
party entered an automobile, which took 
them to Woodland Road and the Laughlin 
home. 
The funeral services were held at the 
residence at. 3 o’clock this afternoon. 
Only the family and the close friends of 
the Laughlins were present, including two 
sisters of Mrs. Taft, Mrs. More and Mrs.

Subpoena Servers Round Them 
Up to Testify in the Bankruptcy 
Case of J. M. Fiske & Co. 


MORGAN NOT AFTER STOCK 





Says Receiver Ernst, and Keene Does 
Not Control It, Though He’s the 


Largest Individual Holder. 
? 





There is likely to be some crowding this 
afternoon in the office of United States 
Commissioner Alexandér, for 160 stock 
brokers, all members of the New York 
Stock Exchange, are expected there at 2 
o’clock In response to subpoenas issued on 
Saturday by Ralph Wolf, counsel for Irv- 
ing L. Ernst, receiver in bankruptcy for 
J. M. Fiske & Co., one of the brokerage 
firms which went to the wall as a result 
of the memorable slump in Columbus & 
Hocking Coal and Iron stock a few weeks 
ago. Each broker thus far subpoenaed 
has been informed that he must produce 
his books showing all stock transfers be- 
tween Dec. 1 and Feb. 1. 

Mr. Wolf said yesterday that he hopes 
to trace, through some of the subpoenaed 
brokers and their books, the identity of 
the men who were responsible for the re- 
markable movement in Hocking stock on 
Jan. 19, as well as to learn just where 
most of the Hocking shares are located at 
present. te 

Mr. Wolf'said that while the wholesale 
subpoenaing of brokers was rather un- 
precedented, he and Receiver Ernst decid- 
ed that .t was necessary in order to make 
the investigation of the Hocking slump 
as thorough as the conditions seem to 
warrant. Many brokers are expected tq 
testify either to-day or on Wednesday. 

Word that a lot of subpoenas had been 
issued in connection with the Hocking in- 
vestigation spread quickly among the 
brokers on Saturday, and it was said yes- 
terday that several who were desirous of 
keeping out of the investigation succeed- 
ed in evading the servers. As it was, 
about 100 brokers were served and 60 
more will be rounded pp this morning. 

Most of the brokers served on Saturday 
are floor members of their respective 
firms. Six subpoena servers succeeded 
in finding many of them in the morning 


before the Exchange closed. The others 
were served at their homes or in a few 
instances as they were ertering or leaving 
places of amusement or their. clubs on 
Saturday night. 

Mr. Wolf refused yesterday to give the 
names of the prokers for whom subpoenas 
had been issued. Brokers who were ques- 
tioned about the matter yesterday said 
that such a wholesale issuing of 
subpoenas was a decided surprise to them, 
and that it indicated that the 
Hocking investigation was to be one of 
the most thorough of the kind ever made 
since the existence of the Stock Exchange. 

“We believe that the testimony of the 
160 brokers for whom subpoenas have 
been issued will be of vital importance 
in arriving at the exact cause of the 
failure of J. M. Fiske & Co.,”’ said Mr. 
Wolf. 

Mr. Wolf was asked about a story 
which has been current in Wall Btreet 
that some 60,000 shares of ithe Columbus 
and Hocking Coal and fron Company 
had been acquired in this city in the in- 
terest of a clique acting for the United 
States Steel Corporation or the Standard 

il Company. 
a Our 4 investigations have disclosed 
nothing of this sort,’ said Mr, Wolf. 
“We have found that the Hocking stock 
seems to be pretty widely split uj) and 
that no individual holds more than about 
7,000 shares. All the talk about a clique 
getting hold of a large block of the stock 
is talk and nothing else, so far as we 
have Jlearned.’’ 

Mr. Wolf said that James R, Keene is 
about the largest individual holder of 
Hocking stock, and that his holdings do 
not greatly exceed 7,000 shares. 

One of the stories concerning Hocking 
stock which has been circulated around 
the financial district in the last few days 
is to the effect that an arrangement was 
effected last week by which the control 
of the Hocking properties was to be 
turned over to J. P. Morgan and later to 
be transferred to the United States Steel 
Corporation. According to this story 
there was a meetirg last week between 
Mr. Keene, one of Mr. Morgan's partners 
and a member of the Stock Exchange 
Insolvency Committee, at which the 
actual value of the Hecking propertics 
was gone into with the idea of Mr, Mor- 
ean taking them over at bargain prices. 
’ Tt is said that several years ago J. &. 
Morgan & Co. were repvorted to have of- 
fered 42 for @ controlling interest in the 
Hocking stock, but that the offer was 
refused. This, it is sald, was long be- 
fore the bull movement which sent the 
Hocking stock up to 9. Friends of Mr. 
Keene deny that any negotiations have 
been started by which the Morgan firm 
might take over control of Hockine. Tt 
is nointed out by them that Mr. Keene 
does not control the stock and that his 
freinds have not sufficient holdings to 
give them control. 


THE COMMODITIES MARKETS. 


Grains Irregular on Crop News—High 
Hog Prices Fail to Bring Supplies— 
Cotton Nervous. 


The last week has heen one of decided irreg- 
ularity in wheat and also one of quite active 
trading operations. The fluctuations have been 
several cents a bushel with the first movement 
of prices distinctly downward followed by 4 
pronouneed recovery on the statement of 
farm reserves and covertng of shorts, particu- 
larly in the new crop deliveries. The break 
in the market at the opening of the. week was 
largely due to general Nquidation in expecta- 
tion of a bearish Government report. The re- 
port while showing an increase in farm reserve 
of 30,000,000 bushels was not as bearish as ex- 
pected, and there was a very rapid recovery in 
price. 

The principal advance, however, was in the 
new crop deliveries, which were apparently 
heavily oversold, and ghorts were eager buyers 
as prices were bid up. The trading toward the 
close of the week showed a distinct tendency 
away fr6m the old-crop positions and new busi- 
ness was almost entirely in the July and Sep- 
tember deliveries. This abandonment of trad- 
ing in May is a strong indication of the trade 
feeling regawmliing the May situation. Owing 
to the small stocks of wheat in Chicago, the 
market becomes easily congested and readily 
subject to control by some of the leading in- 
terests. As a result of this the fluctuations are 
sharp and firreguler. 

The Government showing of farm reserves 
was construed rather bullishly on the ground 
that the largely increased supply with the de- 
crease in exports had givén a large net in- 
crease in the total supply of the crop for the 
year, and all but 80,000,000 bushels of this 
had disappeared. 

The carry dover On the first of last July was 
estimated by the Government in farmers’ hands 
and by trade authorities elsewhere at 43,000,000 
bushels compared with 69,000,000 bushels the 
previous year. This was a net decrease of 
26,000,000 bushels. The crop was 73,000,000 
bushels larger than the previous year and the 
exports of the United States wheat up to March 
1 have been 69,300,000 bushels against 96,500,- 
000 bushels the previous year, a decrease of 
27,200,000 bushels. The net increase im the 
crop supplies and the decrease in exports gave 

,000,000 bushels increase in the supply, 
against which was a decrease of 26,000,000 in 
carry over, leaving the net increase 74,000,000 
bushels in the supply for the year. 

The Government figures indicated that of 
this increase in supply all but 30,000,000 bush- 
els have disappeared from farmers’ hands. 
The monthly compilation of a Western trade 
authority giving wheat and flour stocks of the 
United States shows that there ts just about 
the same amount of wheat and flour on hand 
as @ year ago at this time, which would indi- 
cate that this 44,000,000 bushels unaccounted 
for have elther gone into actual consumption 
or are in the country in the shape of wheat 
and flour not at reporting points. The disap- 
pearance of wheat this ‘season, since July 1, 
from visible supply points, has been just about 
this amount more than last year. That is; tak- 
ing the Western receipts, the difference in the 
visible supply. and the difference in the ex- 
ports, there has been apparently about 50,000,- 
000 bushels’ excess in home consumption this 
year. There’ seems to be a strong impression 
among flour merchants that this disappearance 
from visible supply points is more apparent 
than actual and that supplies of flour in con- 
gumers’ hands are much in excess of ‘a year

The Government statement of corn reserves 
showed a total of 1,050,000,000 bushels, prac- 
tically the same as last year, when the total 
Was 1,047,000,000 bushels. The total corn crop 
was reported at 2,277,000,000 bushels, against 
2,668,000,000 bushels the previous year, show- 
img that, notwiths ing the increased crop, 
the reserves had t increased, although the 
quantity of live h in the country is much 
less than last year. In view of this showing 
and the very high price for hogs offering 
every inducement to feed corn there was & 
quick reversal in sentiment regarding the corn 
situation, and prices showed strong recovery. 
There is, however, a rather large accumulation 
of corn at visible supply and other points 
which has been pressing on the market, The 
decline permitted some of this to be sold for 
export, and the movement has been decreasing 
at the interior. During the past few years the 
low prices made in March have been followed 
by a general advance {n the market, ang 
operators on this theory were rather good buy- 
ers during the week. 

The Government repacs of the reserves of oats 
made the total 363,000,000 bushels, a t 
278,000,000 bushels jast year, while the crop of 
oats was 200,000, bushels more than a year 
ago. The figures*¢show that with an increase 
in the crop ®f 200.000,000 bushels the reserves 
were only 85,000,000 bushels more than a year 
ago, indicating largely increased qreneeaeee, 
and as a result of this and the general im-

| COTTON. 

As the season advances the market is com- 
ing to differentiate more strongly between 
the old and the new crop conditi¢ms, and the 
apparent manipulation in the old crop position 


and the apprehension which this manipulation 
creates. The situation in the near positions 
has been more and more suggestive of manipu- 
lation for some time past, and the gossip has 
pointed more conclusively to such manipula- 
tion. The fight began some time ago, and 
seemed to be an effort on the part of the 
bulls defeated in the last big speculative move- 
ment to gain control of the market. Out of 
the last big bull movement, which ended with 
demoralized conditions, Mr. Patten and his fol- 
lowing seemed to emerge with greatest suc- 
cess, while the Southern bull leaders were evi- 
dently by no means go ‘successful. 

The present movement seems to have been 4 
re-entering the market by Mr. Patten and his 
following and the Southern bulls during the 
February, and the strong indication of their po- 
sition was the taking in of nearly 60,000 bales 
of cotton on the March contracts. This was 
folowed by the statement that the cotton 
would be ship out. Freight engagements 
were made to Liverpool for about 40,000 bales, 
and this past week for about 12,000 bales to 
Bremen. The stock ts steadily decreasing, and 
it is predicted that the contract stock will be 
barely 100,000 bales by the end of the month. 
The near-by positions have been steadily ad- 
vanced as a result of the congestion, particu- 
larly in the May, and have now vanced to a 
point where there is possibility of shipping 
cotton not only from the South, but from mill 
centres, to deliver on econtracts here, espectally 
if there is any further relative hardening of 
the May position. This will mean so much 
additional responsibility .for the bulls. The 
question which the bulls now have to solve, 
aside from the technical posttion of the mar- 
ket, is the ability to merchandise cotton taken 
in on the March and to be taken in on thé 
May contracts. There is confident claim that 
there will be no difficulty in so doing. ‘That 
the advance in the market is an unpopular 
one, particularly abroad, is shown in the 
week's demonstration at Manchester against 
Mr. Patten, where he was ignominiously driven 
off the floor as an expression of the feeling 
among spinners against the bull market. This 
action is undoubtedly the expression of personal 
batred through personal losses on account of 
the bull market. It certainly shows that they 
have been losers abroad, and losers not in a 
good spirit. 

The squeeze may be a _ sticcessful one in 
squeezing the shorts, but the merchandizitng of 
the cottom is another proposition. Mr. Patten 
has been very successful in the past merchan-

As the out- 
side estimates of the comemrcial crop are about 
10,500,000 ales it is evident that either the 
world’s visible supply will have to be heavily 
drawn upon, or else the decrease in consump- 
tion will have to continue in excess of the rate 
since the opening of the year. 

That the consumption is betng curtailed is 
evident from the reports of short time, not 
only here but abroad, and during February 
the Evropean consumption of cotton was’ 20.000 
bales a week less than a year ago, which. if 
continued from March 1 to Sept. 1, seven 
months would be about 600,000 bales further 
reduction in the European consumption. In 
this respect the point is. being strongly empha- 
sized that the advance In cotton originally on 
the talk of a 10,000,000-bale crop on the 13,- 
000,000-bale consumption was much easier than 
the actual consumption. of a 10,500,000-bale 
supply at the price made, on the advance. The 
fact seems to be that the prices are having 
the direct effect of squeezing consumption into 
the amount of cotton available.

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THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. | 


Almost against its will the financial 
community is becoming convinced that 
no serious disturbancé to the general 
business of the country and only tem- 
porary unsettlement of securities mar- 
kets will follow adverse decisions from 
the Supreme Court in the Tobacco and 
Standard Oil cases, or the enactment 
into law of certain of the Administra- 
tion’s corporation proposals which, 
when first broached, aroused general 
distrust. Perhaps the opportunity 


which has \been afforded: those most’ 


vitally concerned to analyze the situa- 
tion which would be created by adverse 
Supreme Court decisions in the two 


anti-trust cases and by the enactment | 


into law of the measures proposed has, 
by opening up a vision of channels by 
which business may still be profitably 
conducted, had a good deal to do with 
the relative calmness with “which the 
Washington situation is now regarded, 
but. a factor of equal importance at 
least has been the reassuring attitude 
adopted and steadily maintained” by 
men of prominence in the industrial, 
banking, and railroad fields. At a so- 
cial gathering some days ago of a num- 
ber of men of this kind discussion nat- 
urally turned upon the course of events 
in Washington. A widely known rail- 
road man, expressing his opinion of the 
proposals so far as they affected rail- 
roads, recalled the fact that no railroad 
legislation brought forward within the 
past thirty years had met with any- 
thing save opposition from the roads. 
In spite of this, he asserted his belief 
that it would, be absolutely impossible 
to find to-day in the ranks of railroad 
men a single executive who would will- 
ingly seek the return of conditions ex- 
isting before the Hepburn law or the 
inter-State commerce law wert into ef- 
fect. 
plea for openmindedness and fair treat- 
ment of suggestions from whatever 
source for improvement in the conduct 
of the railroad business. A banker of 
many years’ experience made a similar 
plea in respect to the various measures 
suggested for the carrying on of busi- 
ness by industrial concerns. Regarding 
publicity of accounts, he said that al- 
though the banking business was as 
highly competitive as any other line of 
trade it had suffered not at all from 
frequent examinations, from the pub- 
lication_of-full reports several times a 
year, or from other rules fixed by au- 
thority, and he doubted if a reputable 
banker could be found in all the coun- 
try who would voluntarily return to the 
old and secret methods of business con- 
duct. It is apparent that from such 
sources there is derived a body of sen- 
timent which can hardly fail to have 
great influence in minimizing the cf- 
fects of untoward sequences. Such 
muSt also be the influence arising from 
so impartial a decision as that of the 
Public Service Commission—bitterly as- 
sailed when created—in the Coney wall 
and fare matter. 


If we may judge by the freedom 
with which the railroads of the country 
are ordering new equipment, for both 
passenger and freight service, and ma- 
terials for construction work, these 
arteries of the country’s trade are pre- 
paring for anything but an ebb in the 
business tide. According to the recog- 
nized organs of the fron and _ ateel 
trades inquiry from railroads for be- 
tween 20,000 and 25,000 cars have come 
to the car-building companies within 
the past fortnight or so, this represent- 
ing future requirements and having to 
do not at all with the equal number of 
cars which have already been ordered 
since the opening of the present year. 
The power of the railroads {s also con- 
sidered inadequate to the task of mov- 


This assertion was followed by a’ 


ing the traffic in sight, and locomotives 
are therefore being sought upon a scale 
almost unprecedented and certainly not 
equaled since early in 1907. While 
this in a general way reflects the confi- 
dence of railroad managements in the 
future a specific example of such con- 
fidence was found last week in the ac- 
tion of the Board of Directors of the 
New York Central in increasing the 
dividend on the company’s shares from 
S per cent. to 6 per cent. per annum. 
The declaration of a large extra divi- 
dend by one of its controlled HKnes, the 
Lake Shore, had brought into the Cen- 
tral’s treasury from this source alone 
sufficient funds to cover the increase, 
but this was not the sole excuse for its 
making. A similar rate was established 
in 1907, but abandoned becatise of di- 
minished earnings following the panic, 
and it ig safe to assume that the pres- 
ent 6 per cent. distribution has 
not been established without careful 
thought regarding the ability of the 
company to maintain it. From the 
iron and steel trade there came to hand 
last week figures on pig iron produc- 
tion for thé month of February. The 
total output of the month, which was, 
of course, one of twenty-eight days 
as compared with thirty-one days for 
January, ran. to 2,397,000 tons, 6r a 
daily rate of 1,468 tons in excess of the 
production in January. Some of this 
iron, according to the trade journals, 


was added to supplies in yards, but, 


the percentage was very small. There 
was. disappointment over the copper 
production figures for February, for 
where a decrease in stocks nearly, if 
not quite as large as‘ the 41,000,000 
pounds decrease of January had been 
expected, supplies “were enlarged by 
8,700,000 pounds. Domestic takings 
were smaller than in the preceding 
month, and exports of the metal fell 
'away to the smallest figures in exactly 
& year. 





Indeterminate factors of fundamental 
importance in the financial situation 
continue to exist in the unsettled labor 
conditions and the crop position. The 
situation in Philadelphia, where the 
labor difficulties first came to a head, 


seemed to be undergoing betterment at. 


the week’s close in that while rioting 
‘and interruption to business were still 
suffered no such crippling of the city’s 
industries as had been threatened by 
the calling” of a general strike oc- 
‘curred. The going out of 1,200 men 
from plants of the International Paper 
Company seemed to cuncern that com- 
pany alone, although there is always 
present the danger of a spread of un- 
rest, as evidenced in Philadelphia. 
These happenings have served to direct 
attention to the position of the rall- 
roads and their employes. Demands 
liave been presented by different groups 
and rejected by the roads, and subse- 
quent negotiations entered upon look- 
ing to compromises hae not yet been 
concluded. There is just enough un- 
certainty in the railroad labor situa- 
tion, which is everywhere recognized as 
the real matter of moment, to temper 
the optimism which returns from trade 
in all directions have created. From 
the Winter wheat fields the week’s re- 
ports were reassuring.

respectively. At the moment we are

While tron Market Is Weak the Inquiry 
for Steel 
and Other Departments Are Strong. 


Structural Grows Apace

PITTSBURG, March 13.—On sales total- |! 
ing the heaviest tonnage of any week 


this year, nearly all grades of pig iron in| 


the Pittsburg district touched new low 
marks last week, in the face of a reviv- 
ing demand for crude and finished steel. 
Concessions on 17,000 tons of Bessemer 
made the net price about $17.75, valleys, 
as compared with $18, the minimum for 
the past month; basic iron barely held 
its own at $16.25, valleys, on sales of 
7,000 tong to steel-making interests of 
the district: foundry grades were ham- 
mered down to a basis under $16 for No. 
2 in the bidding on the Westinghouse 
Electric inquiry for 15,000 tons for the 
last half, and, lastly, a Pittsburg district 
sanitary interest established a new low 
record for Southern iron by taking up 
1,500 tons, presumably from speculators, 
for near-by delivery, at $12.50, Birming- 
ham, an even 50 cents unger all previous 
known sales of Southern iron this year. 

These declines, in the midst of heavy 
inquiries and a rising market in steel 
products, are accepted as meaning, only 
one thing—that the present rate of pro- 
duction a year is more tan the country’s 
present steel capacity can absorb, The 
overproduction, first observed in the 
South before the close of last year, has 
extended through Pittsburg and _  cen- 
tral territory. in the case of one sale of 
Bessemer iron last week the buyer want- 
ed deliveries to begin June 1, and the} 
furnace company was compelled to con- 
fess that its yards were piled so full of 
iron that it would be necessary to begin 
shipments immediately or shut down the 
furnace. 
consideration of accepting deliveries be-. 
ginning March 15, was allowed to deduct 
interest on the tonnage to June 1—thus 
securing him the iron at a net price of 
about $17.70, furnace.

Figures of Government Finance In the | 


Year’s Administration. 


In the year of President Taft's Adminis- 
tration that closed March 4 the revenues 
of the Government increased $74,290,- 
820.84 over those of the last year of the 
Roosevelt Administratfon. The expendi- 
tures during the year, including those 
upon the Panama Canal, have been §$2,- 
882,370.86 greater than during the pre- 
viuvus year. Owing to the difference in 
the make-up of the daily Treasury state- 
ment it is impossible to compare the or- 
dinary expenditures exclusive of the Pana- 
ma costs. During the fiscal year 1908-9 
there was $38,093,425.29 spent on the 
canal. Up to March 4 of this fiscal year 
$22,183,458.98 had been expended. At this 
rate the canal costs during the pr@sent 


fiscal year will be $338,275,248.82. This 
would indicate a rate of expenditure about 

$5,000,000 a year greater in 1908 than 
a a the past year; so that the ordinary 
expenditures have been, about $7,800,000 
greater during the first year of Mr. Taft's 
Administration 4 an during the year just 
before.

Says Half of Our Milk Is Impure, 


The Assoctation ,of Collegiate Alumnae 
at its mecting Saturday afternoon had as 
one of its speakers Robert W. Bruere, 
who spoke of scientific philanthropy in 
New York, particularly in connection 
with the milk problem.

Baron de Hirsch Fund Trustees 
Withdraw $12,000 Annual Sub- 
“ sidy from Educational Alliance. 








A BLOW TO THE EAST SIDE 





40,000 Children Have Studied English 
There in the Twenty Years 
of Its Existence. 





The east side heard with consternation 
yesterday that there was a possibility 
that the Educational Alliance, tHe big 
Jewish settlement house at East Broad- 
way and Jefferson Street, may have to 
close its school for the teaching of En- 
glish to immigrant children, which has 
been considered perhaps the chief activity 
of the Alliance among the poor of the 
east side. 

This school has been one of the show 
places of the east side, and the pride of 
the Educational Alliance. It takes immi- 
grant children, mostly of Jewish parent- 
age, immediately after they arrive in this 
country, grades them according to the 
ages and the knowledge they possess, and 
then teaches them English so that they 
can enter the grades in the public schools 
te which they would belong. 

The rapidity with which the children 
learn the English language and American 
ways is one of the interesting things on 
the east side which is always pointed out 
to visitors. Inside of tbree, four or six 
weeks they speak very good English, and 
none of them ever remains in this school 
miore than three months. There are three 


to four hundred children in the schoo] all 
the time, and eas thése graduate new 
ones take their places, It has been esti- 
mated that from thir ty-five to forty 
thousand children have passed through 
this school into the public schools. 

The reason it is said there is a pos- 
sibility of the alliance closing this school 
is the reported withdrawal of a large 
sum of money from its support, which up 
to this time has been given to the school 
by the Baron de Hirsch Fund of this city. 
he Baron de Hirsch Fund is a branch of 
the Jewish Colonization Association of 
Paris, whose object is to use the Baron de 
Hirsch millions to further the welfare 
of Jewish immigrants in all parts of the 
world. For the last twenty years this 
fund has subsidized the Educational Al- 
liance School for immigrant children to 
the extent of $12,000 a year. 

The Trustees of the Baron de Hirsch 
Fund, it is learned, called together sev- 
eral of the representativ es of the Educa- 
tional Alliance last week and notified 
them formally that either the whole or 
the larger part of this sum will not be 
contributed to the school in the future. 
The reason for this action is said not to 
be any dissatisfaction on the part of the 
Baron de Hirsch Trustees with the con- 
duct of the school, but is due to the fact 
that the fund is preparing to expend more 
money in another of its enterprises, the 
Baron de Hirsch Trade School, in East 
Sixty-fourth Street, whose object is to 
teach trades to the sons of immigrants, 
and for which it expects to build larger 
quarters. 

What will be done because of the with- 
drawal of the $12,000 will be decided ata 
meeting of the Board of Directors of the 
Educational Alliance next Tuesday. 

It is net expected that the total aban- 
donment of the work will result,: for, ac- 
cording to the report of the Educational 
Alliance, that society itself contributed a 
considerable amount to the running of 
the school, the $12,000 subsidy not being 
sufficient to cover all expenses, It is ex- 
pected that before the Alliance Directors 
will allow the schoo] to be closed up en- 
tirely a special appeal will be made to 
Jewish philanthropists of the city. 

Last year the Baron de Hirsch 
Trustees were subject to much 
because they suddenly 
financial support from a similar 
for immigrant children which they had 
subsidized in Brownsville and which was 
conducted by the Hebrew Educational So- 
clety. As a result this school was aban- 
dadoned altogether. 

The Educational Alliance has also been 
using the $12,000 subsidy to run a Sum- 
mer school in English for adult 
grants, 
the Board of Education 
closed for the Summer. The Board of 
Education also conducts special classes 
for the teaching of English to children, 
patterned after the Alliance classes. But 
they are unable to accommodate the 
whole number of immigrant children. 

This school in the Alliance was estab- 
lished twenty years ago by the Baron de 
Hirsch Fund.

Wealth from Widow. 








SHE HAD LIVED IN WANT 





After Giving Aged Peddler with a Wife 
in Russia Her Small Inheritance— 
He Saved for a Store. 





The many-tongued east side told a story 
with particular relish yesterday. It was 
the sort of a story which that part of 
this city especially delights in. The east 
Side is poor, so the story was naturally 
full of wealth. It was also a story of 
secrecy and mystery, and the east side is 
partial to ‘‘ mystery ”’ stories—perhaps be- 
cause it lives in crowded tenements, four 
families to a floor, under conditions in 


which no secret can stay unknown for 
more than twenty-four hours. 

Mordecai Wolfe Chaiman, an elderly 
man, and his wife Giffel—so the story 
went yesterday—have been living in the 
dark, ash-brown basement at 314 Henry 
Street ever since they were married, 
eleven years ago.

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GALLERY NOTES. 


Important Exhibits of Tapestries and 
Textiles—Mr. Koppay’s Portraits. 


At the American Art Galleries this week 
is an interesting collection of tapestries, 
rugs, textiles, fu: 
marbles, and so forth, on exhibition prior 
to their sale, by order of Vitall Benguiat. 
The tapestries and embroideries are par- 
ticularly attractive and important, exam- 
ples that not only bear the stamp of their 
period and class, but have their individual] 
charm of design. 

One tapestry panel, Gothic in character, 
illustrates avarice. An elderly woman, 
mounted on a chimeric lion’ and clutching 
a bag of gold, represents greed, an in- 
genious variation on the hackneyed sym- 
bol of the miser and quite in the spirit of 
the old engravers, by whom vices and 
virtues were evoked in these _ spirit- 
ed human aspects. In fact, no more 
fruitful or amusing occupation for a col- 
lector of tapestries can be imagined than 
by tracing the relations of the types and 
symbols used in tapestry designs to the 
types and symbols used in pictures and 
engravings of the same periods. The 
weaving of the ‘‘ Avarice”’ piece is dons 
on @ coarse warp in dull tanes of red, 
blue, and yellow. It is to be noted that 
the design has the decorative character 
that belongs to good antique tapestries, 
and not at all*the look of imitation of a 
painting that characterizes inferior exam. 
ples. 

A Flemish Renaissance tapestry which 
tells no story in particular represents a 
landscape scene, with animals, birds and 
reptiles, and two or three human figures. 
The landscape scene is subordinated to 
the animal portraits, which are unusually 
large and striking. The colors are charm- 
ingly soft and harmonious. 

One of the galleries is entirely given up 
to Spanish work in defferent decorative 
kinds, and one of the interesting pieces 
in this room {is a rug known as the 
‘‘parrot rug,” the coloring and design 
both having been copied from the bright 
plumage parrots. The centre is decorat- 
ed with a large vase, formed of patterns 


taken from aboriginal America, then 
guessed at rather than known by Euro- 
peans—spear heads, tents, &c. The 
weave is supposed to have been made as 
a compliment to Ferdinand and Isabella 
on the occasion of the discovery of the 
New World, 

Among the many valuable and elaborate 
embroideries is one that arrests attention 
by its quaint realism, it consists of 
sixteen compartments set in the frame of 
an Elizabethan cabinet, Each compart- 
ment is embroidered with colored silks 
and g%2ld and silver bullion, The sub- 
jects are animels of all kinds,

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PARLOR SOCIALISTS 
HARASS AN AUTHOR 


Tell Reginald Wright Kauffman 
to Get His Facts Straight Be- 
fore Writing About Socialism. 


REV. GRANT TO HIS RESCUE 








Shuts Off the Attack at a Meeting in 
the Church of the Ascension 
Parish House, 


— 





The Parlor Socialists held a spirited 
meeting last night. They had a brand- 
new book on Socialism to pick to pieces. 
Moreover, the author was on hand to say 
a word or two in his own defense. 
book was ‘‘ What Is Socialism?’ and 
| the author, Reginald Wright Kauffman, 
was scheduled to talk about ‘‘ Anarchism, 
Communism, Paternalism, and Socialism.’’ 

Mr. Kauffman had beén invited to the 
gathering of Parlor Socialists by the Rev. 
Percy Stickney Grant, pastor of the 
Church of the Ascension, at Fifth Ave- 
nue and Eleventh Street. After the regu- 
lar Sunday night service in the church 
the Parlor Socialists and others of the 
congregation accompanied Mr. Kauffman 
to the parish house in West Eleventh 
Street, where the hostilities soon began. 
They grew so intense as the evening pro- 
gressed that the Rev. Mr. Grant had to 





were permitted to ask questions only, not 
to attack Mr. Kauffman and his views. 

Mr. Kauffman, who has had quite some 
experience writing books, but never before 
| a book on Socialism, began by telling the 
‘Parlor Socialists that he had ganed his 
| first ideas of practical Socialism from the 
Rey. Alexander Irvine, whom he termed 
the Savonarola of the present age. He 
‘said that Socialism is often confused with 
Anarchism, Paternalism, and Commu- 
nism, but that the true Socialism believes 
in more effective government of the true 
democratic kind. 

He said, too, that Paternalism is a 
theory which would result in legislation 
which would so govern each individual 
act that the result would be pauperism. 
Socialism, said Mr. Kauffman, is the 
one solution of the means of abolishing 
such strikes as the one in Philadelphia, 
with the black list 








iand of doing away 
and the boycott. 
‘Our leisure class consists of only 

spendthrifts and tramps nowadays,”’ he 


said along toward tne close of his speech. 
|In this the Parlor Socialists seemed to 
be with him, but not with all he said. 
Vhen the asking of questions was in 
| order one Socialist wanted to know if 
ithe present struggle between capital and 
| labor was not more in the industrial field 
‘than in the political field. 
| Mr. Kauffman agreed with him, and 
Sithought that politics was a reflection of 
classes. Then some one wanted to know 
|}Mr. Kauffman's definition of surplus 


‘value. 

‘Surplus value is the value produced 
‘by the worker over and above his wages 
and wear and tear on machinery,”’ said 
the author. ‘It represents the profits 
'of the emplover.”’ 

At this point Sol Fieldman took up the 

cudgel. He said that the true definition 
of surplus value from the standpoint of 
the old died-in-the-wool Socialist, who 
tp his business, differs from Mr. 
i KReuffman’s. 

‘*‘ Before we can define surplus value 
; we must define value,’’ said Mr. Field- 
‘man. ‘* Labor power applied to natural 
resources, raw materials transformed 
‘into consumable and necessary wealth is 
ithe creation of value. When more wealth 
created than necessary surplus value 
created.” 

This definition seemed to meet with the 
lapproval of many present. 

Then some of the Parlor Socialists want- 
ed Mr. Kauffman to tell them what would 
i be the best means of bringing about a 
| Socialistic form of government. One sug- 
gested that a revolution such as has been 
roing on in Philadelphia would be neces- 
‘sary rather than a social revolution by 
means of the ballot. Mr. Kauffman said 
‘he agreed with the questioner, and that 
he, too, was a revolutionist, but that when 
(a change of government was brought 
about it would be by the majority wheth- 
er through ballot or revolution of an- 
other kind. 

‘‘In the event of a Socialist victory at 
the National election, what would be the 
first step to take?’’ some one asked. 

‘*T don't think the Socialists would call 
on me for my opinion,’’ said Mr, Kauff- 
man.
